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1 . SUMMARY. REPORTING ON THE ASEAN MINISTERIAL, PONMIN 
ROMULO TOLD AMBASSADOR THAT ONLY PHILIPPINES AND 
SINGAPORE COMMITTED THEMSELVES TO HAVING BOTH POREIGN 
AND ECON MINISTERIAL REPS AT UPCOMING WASHINGTON MEETING. 

THAIS AND INDONESIANS CONTINUE TO HAVE RESERVATIONS, 

SENSING THAT USG IS SEEKING TO MANIPULATE ASEAN POR 
PROPAGANDA PURPOSES. ROMULO, ON OTHER HAND, ARGUED POR 
NEED POR ASEAN TO PROJECT CLEARER PICTURE OP ITS GOALS 

TO U.S. CONGRESS. JAPANESE PONMIN SONODA RENEWED PUKUDA’S 
PROMISES BUT ASKED POR ASEAN PATIENCE IN THIS REGARD. 

SONODA PLEDGED SUPPORT POR BOTH STABEX AND COMMON PUND.

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2. FONMIN ROMULO REVIEWED 1 ITH ASEAN MINISTERIAL MEETING 
WITH AMBASSADOR JUNE 20. 

3. LEVEL OF REPRESENTATION-ONLY MANILA AND SINGAPORE 
WERE PREPARED TO COMMIT THEMSELVES TO HAVING BOTH 
POREIGN AND ECON MINISTERIAL REPRESENTATION IN AUGUST 
WASHINGTON MEETING. BOTH INDONESIAN AND THAI FONMINS 
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CONTINUED TO ENTERTAIN RESERVATIONS, CLAIMING THEY 
SENSED USG IS ATTEMPTING "TO MANIPULATE ASEAN EOR PURPOSES 
OE AMERICAN PROPAGANDA." THEY CARPED ABOUT THE PROPOSED 
U.S. AGENDA AND SAID THEY PREFER TO STICK TO WHAT ASEAN 
MINISTERS HAVE ALREADY PROPOSED. ROMULO SAID HE HAD 
ARGUED HIMSELE HOARSE THAT ASEAN NEEDED TO PROJECT A 
CLEARER IMAGE OE ITS PURPOSES AND ITS GOALS TO THE 
AMERICAN PUBLIC AND CONGRESS. WHILE ASEAN HAD OVER THE 
YEARS GAINED A GOOD UNDERSTANDING IN THE AMERICAN 
EXECUTIVE, IT WAS STILL AN UNKNOWN INSTITUTION EOR BOTH 
U.S. PUBLIC AND CONGRESS, WITHOUT WHOSE SUPPORT THE 
ORGANIZATION WOULD NOT WIN SUBSTANTIAL EINANCIAL BACKING. 
THE THAI EONMIN HAD SAID BLUNTLY THAT WHOMEVER HIS 
GOVERNMENT FINALLY DECIDED TO SEND DID NOT WANT TO GO TO 
WASHINGTON TO HEAR LECTURES EROM SECRETARIES VANCE AND 
BLUMENTHAL BUT WANTED A SERIOUS DISCUSSION OE ASEAN 
ECONOMIC PROJECTS. INVIDIOUS COMPARISONS HAD BEEN MADE 
BY INDONESIAN, MALAYSIAN AND THAI REPRESENTATIVES ABOUT 
THE U.S. DOWNGRADING OE ASEAN SYMBOLIZED BY OUR CHOICE 
OE UNDER SECRETARY COOPER AS HEAD OF USDEL TO FIRST U.S. 
ASEAN MEETING. THIS THEY CONTRASTED TO THE ATTENDANCE 
OE THE AUSTRALIAN, NEW ZEALAND AND JAPANESE PRIME 
MINISTERS AT THE ASEAN SUMMIT-EARLIER AND THE EACT THAT 
JAPAN HAD SENT EONMIN SONODA TO THE PATTAYA CONEERENCE 
THIS YEAR. ROMULO SAID HE HAD COUNTERED THIS CRITICISM, 
ASSERTING THE EIRST U.S.-ASEAN MEETING HAD BEEN A SUCCESS. 
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4. SONODA PARTICIPATION-ROMULO SAID EONMIN SONODA HAD 
ASKED EOR MORE PATIENCE FROM THE ASEAN NATIONS OVER THEIR 
REQUESTS OE JAPAN. HE PLEDGED THAT FUKUDA'S PROMISES 
WOULD BE CARRIED OUT, BUT THIS WOULD TAKE A LITTLE MORE 
TIME. ASKED IE SONODA GOT INTO ANY SPECIEICS IN THE 
CLOSED SESSION, ROMULO REPLIED THAT SONODA PLEDGED 
JAPAN'S SUPPORT EOR BOTH STABEX AND THE COMMON EUND 
AND WOULD DO ALL POSSIBLE TO HELP ASEAN AT THE BONN 
SUMMIT. HE HAD CAUTIONED SONODA THAT JAPAN MUST AVOID 
PROTECTIONISM, AND JAPANESE HAD REPLIED THAT THEY WERE 
WORKING ON THIS PROBLEM. ROMULA ADVISED THAT SONODA 
PLANS VISIT MANILA IN LATE JULY AETER HIS VISITS TO 
AUSTRALIA AND PEKING. 

5. REEUGEES-ROMULO SAID HE HAD MADE PUBLIC STATEMENT 
ABOUT THE NEED EOR THE WORLD COMMUNITY TO PULL TOGETHER 
AND SUPPORT PROGRAMS EOR REFUGEE RESETTLEMENT BECAUSE HE 
AND HIS ASEAN EONMIN COLLEAGUES FORESAW NO EARLY 
DIMINISHMENT IN THE REFUGEE ELOW AND INDEED A PROBABLE 
INCREASE IN THEIR NUMBERS. THEIR SITUATION HAD BEEN 
CREATED AS A RESULT OF A WAR, WHICH WAS NOT OF ASEAN'S 
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MAKING AND AS REFUGEE NUMBERS GROW AND THEY SENSE THEIR 
SITUATION BECOMING DESPERATE, THE SOUTHEAST ASIAN.REGION 
COULD WITNESS A PROBLEM EVERY BIT AS EXPLOSIVE AS THAT 
WHICH HAS GROWN OUT OF THE PALISTINIAN PROBLEM. MURPHY 
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
